to  difference  in  intelligence  within  families. 
Furthermore,  genetic  differences  are  likely  to  be 
correlated  with  differences  in  people's  experi¬ 
ences.  Bright  children  are  more  likely  to  evoke 
intellectually  stimulating  interactions  with  others, 
and  they  are  more  likely  to  seek  out  intellectual 
pursuits  than  less  bright  children.  Thus,  children 
who  are  brighter  genetically  also  experience  more 
stimulating  environments,  which  add  to  their  intel¬ 
lectual  development. 

In  this  lecture,  I  will  discuss  research  on  how  fam¬ 
ilies  affect  the  intellectual  development  of  their 
children  through  genetic  and  environmental  paths 
and  how  genes  and  environments  come  to  be 
correlated.
